Dolton, Cal., March 28.—A disastrous 
wreck on the Southern Pacific occurred 
one and a half miles east of this town 
shortly after 4 o'clock this afternoon 
w*hen westbound train No. 9 from New 
Orleans for San Francisco ran Into an 
open switch w-hlle going at the rate of 
forty miles an hour, and ten of the 
fourteen coaches w-ero derailed. THven- 
ty-six people are known to have been 
killed, and the list will total much 
higher. The injured number about 100, 
many of whom probably will die. 

The wrecked coaches were hurled in 
every direction. Four of them were 
smashed into splinters. Most of the 
dead were Italians from New' York and 
New Orleans. They occupied the smoker 
and day coach. 

The dead were terribly mangled. 
Eighteen wore taken to Colton by 8 
o’clock and eight additional bodies 
could be seen underneath one of the 
overturned and demolished cars. This 
car could not be raised until a derrick 
was brought, from Los Angeles, sixty 
miles away. 

The Injured were carried to this city 
In vehicles of all sorts, and the Cotton 
Hospital w*as quickly filled to its ca¬ 
pacity. Many were then token to the 
Presbyterian church, and many private 
residences.

Indiana Man Killed. 


But two Americans are known to 
have been killed, although several of 
those among the Injured will probably 
die. 

George L. Sharp, of Muncle, Ind., was 
Instantly killed. The baggageman of 
the train, whose name had not been 
ascertained, was also killed. Engineer 
Clarence Wormington and Fir a nan 
Victor Crebb both Jumped and were 
caught in the wreckage. They were 
both terribly burned and scalded. John 
Gilden, the train conductor, was in the 
Pullman section of the train and es¬ 
caped Injury. 

Out of about eighty Pullman passen¬ 
gers there w*ere but two who sustained 
serious injury. The three Pullman 
coaches and the diner, which were In 
the rear of the train, did not leave the 
track. The occupants of these cars 
were practically unharmed. The Flor¬ 
ence Roberts theatrical company occu¬ 
pied one coach, which was hurled from 
the track and both ends crushed In by 
Impact against the others. But two 
members of the company out of a total 
of twenty-two people were injured. 
Miss Roberts herself escaped entirely 
unhurt. 

The escape from death of the occu¬ 
pants of this car was remarkable con¬ 
sidering the manner In which the coach 
was splintered and tom to pieces. The 
men and women were hurled from end 
of the car to the other.

Physicians and nurses 
were brought from San Bernardino 
and Colton and ministered to the in¬ 
jured. 

The derailment of the train was 
caused by the crew of a switch engine 
leaving a switch open at this point. 
It Is said that the engine passed 
through the switch a few minutes be¬ 
fore the Overland appeared. A switch¬ 
man named Morrison w*aa in the yard. 
After the Iswitch engine had passed 
onto another track the engineer asked 
the fireman if he had thrown the 
switch. The fireman recalled that he 
had neglected to do so. and the en¬ 
gineer whistled frantically for Morrison 
to close it. The signal was not given 
in time, as Morrison did not reach the 
switch before the Overland had plunged 
through and been derelled. 

The train, which was due In Los 
Angeles at 7:80, was nearly twelve 
hours behind time, and was running at 
a high rate of speed. There was ab¬ 
solutely no warning of the catastrophe. 
The engineer saw the signal when only 
a short distance away and had no time 
to give a whistle of warning, much 
less to reverse the throttle or set the 
brakes. He called to his fireman to 
Jump, and they both leaped wildly 
from opposite sides or the engine. The 
engine left the track, turned over on 
Its side and plowed a great distance 
along the right of way.

The general managers to-night for 
the first time admitted that the 
situation was grave.

LOSS MAY REACH $1,000,000. 


Danville. Va., March 28.—A disas¬ 
trous fire broke out in Soutfh Boston, 
Va. thirty-twno miles northeast of here, 
late this afternoon, and, spreading rap¬ 
idly. destroyed tobacco factories and 
other buildings, threatened the destruc¬ 
tion of the entire tow*n, and entailed a 
loss estimated variously up to $1,000,- 
000. The large plant of the R. J. Reyn¬ 
olds Tobacco Company w*ae among the 
first buildings destroyed. 

The flames spread to other tobacco 
factories and other buildings, including 
the telephone exchange, which was lo¬ 
cated at quite a distance from the to¬ 
bacco section, and they were destroyed. 
Appeals for assistance w'ere telegraph¬ 
ed to this city and to Durham. N. C. 
The fire department of this city left 
promptly for South Boston on a train 
over the Southern railroad. Meantime 
the conflagration was spreading, and 
a message received here at 10:30 
o’clock to-night stated that all of the 
tcfoaooo district and a large section of 
the business district had been destroy¬ 
ed, and thaw the fire at 9 o'clock was 
still burning, but under control. South 
Boston Is the Junction of the Southern 
and the Norfolk and Western railroads, 
and its population at the last census 
was 1.851.

New York, March 28.—Harry JC 
Thaw for two hours to-day submitted 
himself to a running fire of questions 
from the three men appointed by Jus¬ 
tice Fitzgerald as a commission in 
lunacy to determine his present state 
of mind. The examination was con¬ 
ducted behind closed doors and when 
a few minutes before 5 o’clock this aft¬ 
ernoon an adjournment was taken until 
10 o’clock Saturday morning, no one 
connected with the hearing before the 
commissioners would discuss the de¬ 
tails of the inquiry. 

Thaw went willingly and confidently 
before his judges, and when the two 
hours' secret session was concluded his 
attorneys appeared with smiling faces 
and declared they were more than sat¬ 
isfied with the course of the proceed¬ 
ings. District Attorney Jerome hur¬ 
ried away from the Criminal Court’s 
building, declining absolutely to say 

one word about the commission's work. 

• • ■ 

An Important Ruling. 

The most important feature of the 
day’s proceedings was the decision of 
the commission to limit the scope of its 
inquiry to the exact language of the 
statute—to determine solely the ques¬ 
tion as to whether Harry Thaw Is able 
to-day to understand the court’s pro¬ 
ceedings against him and is capable of 
advising his counsel in a rational man¬ 
ner. 

District Attorney Jerome announced 
to the members of the commission that 
all of the legal experts he had employed 
in the case had advised him that Thaw 
is suffering from a typical case of 
paranoia—a disease of the mind in 
which the recoveries are limited to 2 or 
3 per cent. He offered to adduce tes¬ 
timony to support this statement, but 
the commission waivqd it aside, saying 
that the purpose of the inquiry was a 
very simple one and had to do not with 
any classification of mental diseases, 
but with the prisoner’s present state 

of mind as judged by laymen.

District Attorney Je¬ 
rome protested at first that ho was not 
aible to proceed, saying he would like 
to have his medical advisers present 
during Thaw's examination. He final¬ 
ly stated he wrould have no objection 
to the examination going forward, pro¬ 
viding he was permitted to reserve h|s 
cross-examination. The commission 
forthwith settled the matter of the 
presence of the experts by excluding 
them from the room along w*lth every¬ 
one else except the defendant and his 
counsel, the District Attorney and As¬ 
sistant District Attorney Garvan. As 
to the cross-examination by the District 
Attorney the commission said the mat¬ 
ter would be taken up when it was 
roaclited. 

It was stated that during most of 
-the two hours Thaw* was before the 
commission this afternoon the notes 
and letters which he has written to 
his counsel since the trial began were 
under consideration. To put Thaw 
thoroughly at ease, the commissioner* 
addressed their questions to him in & 
conversational tone, and in a casual 
manner, as though lie were In confer¬ 
ence with them, asked him from time 
to time to explain incidents In the trial 
which had called forth certain of the 
letters placed bc-fore the commission 
by Thaw’s attorneys.

Harrisburg. Pa.. March 28.—The first 
witness at to-day's session of the leg¬ 
islative commission which is investi¬ 
gating the charges of extravagance In 
connection w-ith the decorating and 
furnishing of the State Capitol, w*as 
Nathan Y. Landis, of Philadelphia, a 
subcontractor for John M. Sanderson 
& Co., also of Philadelphia. The San¬ 
derson Company had the contract for 
decorating and furnishing almost the 
entire building. Landis said he fur¬ 
nished the bootblack stand in the Sen¬ 
ate lavatory to Sanderson for $50, and 
he estimated that the total cost of the 
stand, Including two chairs and other 
furnishings, w*as $125. The Auditor for 
the commission showed that Sander¬ 
son had been paid $1,619 by the State 
for the stand. 

Mr. Landis said the desks In the 
Senate chamber w*ere worth $65 each 
and those In the House from $70 to $75 
each. The Auditor testified that the 
State paid Sanderson $264.60 each for 
the Senate desks and $285.75 for the 
House desks. 

John A. Dubbs. of Philadelphia, also 
a su boon true tor, testified that Sander¬ 
son paid him $10 apiece for certain ma¬ 
hogany trees, less the hooks, which 
were worth $2 per pole and $14 each for 
umbrella stands He also furnished a 
solid mahogany desk for the LtevUn- 
ant Governor's office and was paid $130 

f The Auditor for tho commission.tes¬ 
tified that Sanderson was paid $.3.60 
each for some of the clothes trees 
$27.60 for others. Some of the umbreua 
stands cost $3680 each and others $.3. 
Sanderson was paid $349.60 for the desk 
In the Lieutenant Governor’s room.

LARUE COUNTY. 


Prank Rust died of concussion of the 
brain at 7:15 o'clock last night at Sts. 
Mary and Ellzabctih Hospital. The 
con-cuealon resulted from a blow on th*» 
back of the head, received from the 
hands of footpads last Saturday night. 
Rust was unconscious for some hours 
before he died, and aH of yesterday It 
•was not exp«>cted that he would live. 
A brother, Clayton Rust, of Larue 
county, and a sister. Mrs. O. L. Crady. 
of South Park, arrived shortly before 
their brother died, and will accompany 
the body to Hodgcnville, Larue county, 
to-day. The body will be burled Sat¬ 
urday. 

Rust was accosted by three men Sat¬ 
urday night about midnight as he was 
walking on Broadway between Eighth 
end Ninth streets. One of them asked 
die wayrto Eighth street, and as Rust 
turned to show him he was struck from 
behind by ono of two other men. He 
became unconscious, and while in 
that condition wus robbed of $4 in 
money and other articles. He was 
found a short time afterward by Pa¬ 
trolman O’Mura and was taken to the 
home of J. C. Fisher, a cousin, of 1218 
Twelfth street. He was still somewhat 
day.*-d when he reached the Fishor 
home, and Dr. F. B. Norton was colled. 

Tuesday Rust's oondltlorf became se¬ 
rious. and he wns removed to Sts. Mary 
and Elizabeth Hospital. Wednesday it 
was thought that he was better, but 
early yesterday morning he grew grad¬ 
ually worse, and his relatives were no¬ 
tified that he could not live. 

To several different persons Rust told 
the same story of his assault. Hie phy¬ 
sician and members of the Fisher fam¬ 
ily both were told the same story, of 
how one man stopped him and one of 
two others struck him from behind. He 
could give but a meager description of 
his assailants, but told hts physician 
that he could recognize the man who 
•topped him and to whom he talked. 

Detectives Simons and Kimble, of 
the Seventh district, have been detail¬ 
ed on the case, but have so far been 
oble to get little out of It. The fact 
that practically no description of the 
highwaymen could be obtained makes 
Jt almost impossible to apprehend the 
guilty men. 

Rust was a carpcwter and >vas forty 
years of age and unmarried. For sev¬ 
eral months he had been employed at 
the White City, and for the past two 
years he had made his home in this 
city. Prior to that time he had lived 
In Larue county, and it is there that 
he will be burled. Clayton Rust, a 
brother, who arrived yesterday after¬ 
noon, will insist that a thorough inves¬ 
tigation of the mystery be made.

Nashville. Tenn., March 2 S.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—Another busy session of the 
House was held to-day. several Impor¬ 
tant bills being disposed of. Emoscu 
lotion of the Jarvis Criminal Cost act 
was made an accomplished fact, the 
House concurring In the Senate sub¬ 
stitute to the Lane Bill. The measure 
now goes to Gov. Patterson for his 
signature. The bill creating the office 
of Assistant Attorney General for tho 
Fifteenth judicial circuit at a salary 
of $1,800 per annum w r as passed, as 
was the bill agreed upon by the den¬ 
tists amending the act regulating the 
practice of dentlstly in this State. The 
greater portion of the afternoon ses¬ 
sion of the House was devoted to the 
consideration of the General Appro¬ 
priation Bill. 

The streak of economy that was 
manifested the day before was less in 
evidence and several items were In¬ 
creased beyond the amounts fixed by 
the committee. Especially generous 
was the House in dealing with the 
charitable Institutions, the per capita 
allowance for all except the insane 
asylums being IncrefUied. The $f»0,000 
for a new building at the Central Asy 
lum was cut down to $4%000; the salary 
of the secretary of the *>nrd of Health 
was reduced to $ 2 , 000 , but that of his 
clerk Increased from $ 1,200 to $1,800 by 
& vote of 38 to 20. The House prac¬ 
tically Bidet racked the Two-cent Pas¬ 
senger Rate Bill for the remainder of 
the session. The fight on this measure 
was precipitated when the report of 
tho Special Joint Committee was re 
celved. A motion was made by the 
opponents of the bill to recommit it 
and the special report to the Railroad 
Committee. 

The sessions of the Senate were di¬ 
versified. The Holladay Bucket Shop 
BUI was finally put out of business. 
A bill providing a new method for the 
appointment of election commissioners 
was introduced. The friends of the 
bill already pending, which takes the 
control out of the hands of the Gov¬ 
ernor, hastened to have the latter bill 
made a special order. An effort will 
doubtless be made to rush the measure 
througn upon the theory that the Gov¬ 
ernor advocated It In his pre-election 
speeches. The new bill provides that 
the Governor shall appoint a commis¬ 
sion to be invested with the powers 
now conferred upon him. It contem¬ 
plates a decided Improvement of the 
present system, but at the same time 
it does not put the election machinery 
Into the hands of those who may prove 
antagonistic to the administration 
The new bill will probably bo substl 
tuted for the old. 

An acrimonious discussion between 
Senator Potter, of Scott county, rep¬ 
resenting the district in which La 
Toilette Is located, and the temperance 
Senators over the bill proposing to 
aboltBh the town's charter consumed 
about all of the afternoon session, and 
when the Senate adjourned, was still 
under way. 

The amendments to the election laws 
were introduced by Speaker Tollett, 
and were embraced in two bills. The 
only other bill of general Interest was 
that introduced by Mr. Mansfield ex¬ 
empting public securities from taxn 
tlon. _ _

Bucharest, March 28.—The efforts of 
the Government to suppress the revolt 
of the peasants have met with only 
partial success. Tho troops are now 
acting with increased energy. A large 
number of rioters have been killed In 
the numerous conflicts with the sol¬ 
diery, but as yet there is no sign of a 
permanent amelioration of conditions. 

As an indication of the apprehension 
existing even in the capital, the new 
Prefect of Bucharest, as a measure of 
precaution, has ordered all shops in the 
city closed. 

At Tirgovistes, In the Argesh district, 
a band of peasants yesterday attempted 
to raid an arsenal and procure a sup¬ 
ply of rifles and ammunition. Upon be- 
opened fire on the troops, whereupon 
set fire to many houses In the town. 
Several roving band* of peasants in the 
district of Teleorman were surrounded 
and brought to bay yesterday by de¬ 
tachments of troops. 

At Vlaschka a band of peasants called 
upon to disperse refused to do so and 
opened fire on the troops, whereupon 
the latter fired three shots at them from 
a field gun, killing seventy men and 
wounding many more. According to 
an unconfirmed version of the encoun¬ 
ter, 200 of the peasants were killed. 

A squadron of hussars sent to Bra- 
bo va came in conflict with a band of 
peasants and it is reported that fifty 
of the peasants were kilted. 

The bombardment of the three vil¬ 
lages In the Vlaschka district, in which 
the rioters had tuken refuge, undoubt¬ 
edly resulted tn a very large casualty 
list, but the exact number cannot bo 
learned. It Is know*n. how’ever, that 
several hundred peasants were arrested 
there. There have been sanguinary en¬ 
counters In the district of DolJ, and ru¬ 
mor places the number killed and 
wounded at several hundred.

The peasants committed terrible 
atrocities in the Buzeo district, and the 
troops sent thither had orders to sup¬ 
press the disturbances at any cost. 

It is still Impossible to give even an 
approximate estimate of the number 
killed or wounded since the beginning 
of the disorders, but there Is good rea- 
son to believe that the report" hove 
not been exaggerated and that when 
the total" flnn41y are learned they will 
be greater than Is now supposed. Elev¬ 
en army officers have been killed or 
wounded._ _ __ 

RECORDS SHIPPED. 


Washington, March 28.—There are | 
now nearly eight million more people 
In continental United States than there 
were six years ago, based upon figures 
compiled by the census bureau in a I 
special report issued to-day. According 
to its estimates the population of con¬ 
tinental United states in 1906 was 83.- 
941,510. an increase over 1900 of 7.946,- 
930. The population of the United 
States Inclusive of Alaska aj*d the in¬ 
sular possessions in 1906 was 93,182.240. 
The growth In population in continental 
United States from 1905 to 1906 was 1.- 
367,316. Computed on the basis of the 
estimate the density of population of 
continental United States in 1906 was 28 
persons per square mile compared with 
26 In 1900. 

The five leading cities and estimated 
population in 1906 are: New York. 
4.113,045; Chicago, 2,049.185; Philadel¬ 
phia, 1,441,735; St. Louts, 649,320, and 
Boston. 602,278.

SNUGLY QUARTERED AT HOME 
OF A NEIGHBOR. 


While WTiole of Jeffersontown Was 
Making Search For Her. 


While her relatives were searching Jef- 
fersontown and the surrounding country 
for a trace of missing Miss Nora Swann, 
daughter of Newton Swann, a farmer, 
living near Jeffersontown. the young 
woman was having a pleasant time 
scarcely -WO yards away from her father's 
home.

pdlss Swann was caught in the act of 
escaping from her home Tuesday night. 
About bedtime that night Mr Swann 
heard a noise In the hall, and, walking 
out of his room, he discovered his daugh¬ 
ter descending the front artops. She wtu» 
dressed for travel and oarriod a suit case. 
When she discovered the presence of her 
father, she dropped her suit case and hur¬ 
ried out of the front door. Her father 
followed her. but lost trace of her Jn the 
darkness. The next day ho inquired at 
the Interurban station whether his daugh¬ 
ter had been seen there, but all hts In¬ 
quiries elicited no Information. When hi® 
daughter did not return Mr Swann came 
to Louisville In an effort to gain a trace 
of his daughter, and again he was un¬ 
successful.

Rudeness In the Douma. 

The Douma may be composed of 
men of pretty good Intentions and 
more or less patriotism, but there are 
some very rude persons among them, 

Last week Premier Stolypin delivered 
an address in which he made promises 
of a magnificent programme to be car¬ 
ried out. with the Douma's consent and 
aid. Tears ran down his cheeks and 
trickled into his voice as he threw him¬ 
self before these tyrannical and austere 
representatives of the people and beg¬ 
ged them to pass laws establishing 
compulsory education, the freedom of 
speech, ^religious liberty, freedom of the 
press, extended suffrage, and. in ef¬ 
fect, to make the form of government 
so completely and Ineradicably consti¬ 
tutional that Premier nor Czar nor 
anyone else shall upset it. It was 
pathetic to see this great man hum¬ 
bling himself before this cruel assem¬ 
bly and. out of the depth of his love 
for the people, begging for legisla¬ 
tion.

Kentucky’s mineral Resources. 

The official report of the Government 
at Washington of the value of the min¬ 
eral products of Kentucky for the cal¬ 
endar year 1905 places to the credit of 
the State the sum of 914,871,811. Of this 
lum the output of coal is valued at 
18,385,232. which represents the valuo 
of the production of that year, 8 , 038,646 
tons, at a Utile over one dollar a ton. 
Then comes clay products of $2/406,350; 
pig iron, $ 1 , 120 , 000 ; stone, $1,025,044; il¬ 
luminating gas, $539,724; sand and grav¬ 
el, $282,464; n&tiuul gas, $237,590; coke, 
$159,659; fluor spar, $133,362; cement, 
natural, $83,000; asphalt urn, $66,420; clay, 
(57,000; petroleum, $43,211; mineral wa¬ 
ters, $42,415; lime, $28,373 and others, 
luch as cement. Iron ores and Band- 
ttme brick, $45,840. 

This exhibit is valuable, not so much 
tor the aggregate output, but as indi 
sating the variety of mineral substances 
prime use which the State prosents 
tor future development. Many of the 
industries are In their infancy and the 
lutpixt of a number, as Portland ce 
ment and petroleum, has materially 
Increased since the period Included In 
the report. Few States can show such 
i> variety of mineral products with such 
iooossibilky to market as are Included 
In the above enumeration. 

The Brownsville Outrage. 

The court-martial which has been 
mg&ged for a long time In the trial, 
it San Antonio, Tex., of charges pre¬ 
ferred against MaJ. Charles Penrose, of 
the Twenty-fifth United States Colored 
Infantry, for failure to take Sufficient 
iteps to detect the men engaged in the 
itt&ck, by the soldiers of his command, 
wi the town of Brownsville on the 
Mght of August 13 last, has concluded 
Its investigation and rendered a de¬ 
cision. Its result Is tho acquittal of the 
Jommanding officer of tho charge. But, 
notwithstanding the officer was thus 
nxonerated. the court found that the 
Bhooting In Brownsville was done by 
the men of the Twenty-fifth Infantry, 
fcnd the proceedings and findings of 
the court have been approved by 
Brigadier General W. S. McCaskey. 
lommanding the Department of Texas. 

The latter finding of the court has 
mly nominal weight In respect to the 
lharge against the soldiers, pince the 
iourt was organized to Investigate the 
iharges against the officer and not 
those against the soldiers. These lat¬ 
ter charges are now being investigated 
by the joint committee of Congress, 
and it will depend upon the result of 
their investigation whether specific 
iharges shall be preferred against In- 
itvidual members of the command for 
trial by court-martial. Tho investiga¬ 
tion upon which was based the report 
of Secretary Taft to the President, and 
the latter’s dismissal of the battalion 
without honor, sufficiently established 
the fact of the guilt of the command 
to warrant the action taken. Had 
those who had actually shot up the 
lown been Indicated by those who had

Hancock, for President, who lost the 
State by 21.033. received 534,511 votes, 
or practically the same as was given 
Cleveland for Governor. His great ma¬ 
jority was due to the falling off of the 
Republican vote. In 1830 Garfield got 
555,544 votes. In 1882 the Republican 
candidate for Governor got 342,464.

of the county." This provision seems 
especially well adapted to the necessi¬ 
ties of the present occasion. There | 
could be no better way of advertising 
the resources of the State and its coun¬ 
ties than will be offered by the James¬ 
town Exposition and the means pro¬ 
vided by the Kentucky Legislature. 
Several of the counties have contributed 
from this fund to that being raised by 
that body and others may profit by 
their example. Meantime it would be 
well If more xeaj were shown by in¬ 
dividual contributions through the va¬ 
rious county committees and more in¬ 
terest by the commercial classes, who 
will be benefited by the success of the 
undertaking.

It w ill be said that the cases are not 
parallel. NevortheiesB. there are strong 
points of resemblance. There was a 
factional fight in the Republican party 
of New York. The Administration was 
understood to be taking an unwarrant¬ 
ed part in the fight, and more than 
300,000 Republicans abstained from vot¬ 
ing Most of them returned to the 
fold in 1884, but the old wounds still 
rankled, and the party failed to carry 
the State. There Is a factional fight 
now In Ohio. Mr. Foraker has defied 
the Administration to try t <f prevent 
him from getting an indorsement from 
a convention which will also nominate 
a candidate for Governor. It is hard 
to see how a hard fight can be made 
on this question without Involving the 
candidates for State offices aa well. 
They must bo either friends of the Ad¬ 
ministration or of Senator Foraker. It 
does not matter who is right, or w'ho 
is wrong. There must necessarily be 
a good deal of bad feeling and dissen¬ 
sion in the party. It will not be two 
years before, but In the year of a presi¬ 
dential election and it is reasonable to 
suppose that the vote for the Repub¬ 
lican candidates will fall off Immense¬ 
ly. The normal Republican majority 
tn Ohio Is large, but, nevertheless, it 
is to be remembered that one Demo¬ 
cratic elector was chosen there in 1892. 
and a Democratic Governor In 1905. A 
Republican slump there does not occur 
often, but It Is always possible when 
the surroundings are extraordinary. 

There are many who have unlftnlted 
confidence in what is called "Roose¬ 
velt luck." That he has been peculiarly 
favored in his career since 1898 by a 
series of events cannot be denied, and 
this has given rise to the idea that his 
luck is invincible. But there Is usually 
a limit t(» the fortunate circumstances 
which encourage the Idea that a par¬ 
ticular Individual ts a child of destiny.

This apparent indifference, which 
may yet be retrieved by proper re¬ 
sponse. must give way to a more 
w or thy spirit If the State is to take the 
position on the occasion which will be 
naturally expected- To such action 
there is every Incentive both of pride i 
and Interests. As the first born of 
Virginia whose history dates from 
Jamestown, there is every national ap¬ 
peal for a creditable showing at this 
great home-coming. There are tw'o 
prime arguments In Its favor, one 
sentimental and the other practical. 
Surely Kentucky cannot be said to look 
with indifference upon an event w'hich 
connects Its history so intimately with 
the planting upon this continent of the 
first permanent settlement at James¬ 
town. 

The practical feature which ad¬ 
dresses Itself to the people of the 
State is the benefit w'hlch will be de¬ 
rived from the advertisement of its 
rich natural resources as an in¬ 
ducement for the Investment of 
capital in their development. Let 
the action of those who take 
pride in the sentimental view be 
what It may, those who are engaged In 
promoting the material interests of the 
State, In developing its mining, manu¬ 
facturing and agricultural Interests 
should not permit such opportunity to 
be lost for effecting that purpose. It 
w'as the Centennial Exposition at Phila¬ 
delphia In 1876 which gave the first 
great limvtus In that direction.

With head held fast 
between two rigid Iron fingers, and with 
eyes fixed on the "upper righLhand 
corner*’ of some object, the victim had 
to sit for twenty mlnutea, while Science, 
new' to this work, was transferring his 
reflection to the sensitive plate hidden 
back of that cycJops eye which bored 
him through and through. Np wonder 
these quaint old-time folk look so stern¬ 
ly out of their little leather frames. No 
wonder the faces are set in such grim 
'lines and the eyes gaze so somberly 
Into futurity. Tho ordeal whs enough 
to produce such effects In even the most 
lovable and winsome face*.

The father of artistic photography in 
America is Alfred StelgUtz. of New 
York, who has made the camera re¬ 
veal wonderful effects In light and 
shadow, and in facial expression hith¬ 
erto believed to be possible only to 
painters. Child life has furnished many 
artistic poses that old-time dnguorreans. 
and even painters, were unable to catch 
and preserve. Special photographers 
have arisen in this branch of the work,

An unusually heavy demand for cot¬ 
tage property, which has been expe¬ 
rienced by Louisville real estate dealers 
during the past few weeks, has resulted 
In & general increase of rentals, aver¬ 
aging from 10 to 20 per cent. In nearly 
every real estate office in the aity there 
are more applications for cottages con¬ 
taining from five to eight rooms than 
can possibly be met. even with the 
erection this spring of hundreds of this 
class of houses. There is scarcely a 
cottage to be had at the present time 
and many of those which will be va¬ 
cant later on have been spoken for. 

The real estate men attribute this 
strong demand for cottage property to 
the increasing number of manufac¬ 
tories here, which Is bringing many 
new people to the city. Any house In a 
good locality which does not rent above 
$25 a month can be disposed of to good 
tenants without the slightest difficulty, 
and the supply is not equal to the de¬ 
mand. 

A prominent real estate dealer said 
yesterday that he had never known the 
rental business for all classes of prop¬ 
erty to be so good as it Is at the pres¬ 
ent time. He said that there appeared 
to be an excellent field for Investors 
In the erection of oottag property In all 
parts of the city. Some of the real 
estate dealers have on foot a project, 
he said, to purchase an entire block of 
ground in Crescent Hill and erect there¬ 
on about sixty two-story cottages. The 
cottages would face on four streets, 
and the plan Is to have a large court¬ 
yard and a central heating plant. The 
projectors have figured that there will 
be no difficulty In renting all of the 
cottages at an average of $26 a month, 
and the figures show' a net return of 
10 per cent, or over on the invest¬ 
ment. The dealer said that there was 
a probability of a stock company being 
organized to carry the plans Into ef¬ 
fect.

Woman To Ride.

$3,500 IN DAMAGES. 


SUIT AGAINST SOUTHERN RAIL 
WAY COMPROMISED. 


VERDICT OF JURY REVERSED 


Lexington, Ky., March 28.—[Special.] 
^The case of Louella Thurman against 
the Southern railway In Kentucky was 
dismissed In the Circuit Court to-diay 
by agreement, having been settled ou>t 
of court. The suit was for $10,000 dam¬ 
ages, and It Is understood that the 
plaintiff received about $3,500 in the 
settlement. 

On March 2, 1900. Louella Thurman, 
a white woman, was a passenger on 
the defendant’s train, and was sitting 
in a white compartment. The brake- 
man on the train ordered her to move 
into the coach ahead. Doing so she 
found that coach occupied by negroes 
and returned, but the door was block¬ 
ed by the brakeman, and she was told 
that the colored coach was when* she 
belonged. She alleged that abusive 
language was used and she was gross¬ 
ly humiliated, and fixed her damages 
nt $10,000. 

The case was tried here, and a ver¬ 
dict for the plaintiff In the sum of $4.- 
000 was returned by the Jury. On ap¬ 
peal the ease was reversed and sent 
bach to the ClrcuVt Court here.

Will Continue Hargis Cases. 


It was learned to-day that It is prac¬ 
tically certain that the cases against 
James. Alex, and Bthelbert Hargis and 
Bd. Callahan, charged with the mur¬ 
der of James OoekrUl at Jackson, will 
not be tried at the April term of the 
Payette Circuit Court, for which they 
an now docketed. These cases were 
after the first trial here taken to the 
Court of Appeals on an appeal from a 
ruling of Judge Parker, the trial Judge. 
The higher court recently acted on this 
appeal, deciding in favor of the Com¬ 
monwealth. but under the law the ap¬ 
pellee has the right to file a motion 
for a rehearing. The defendants have 
tRken advantage of this right by filing 
such motion, which leaves the cases 
still In the Court of Appeals, and pre¬ 
venting any further proceedings in the 
Circuit Court until the motion has been 
finally acted on In the higher tribunal. 
If a rehearing is granted It may cause 
a postponement for some time, as even 
If the motion is overruled this action 
will probably not be taken In time for 
the case to be tried at the approaching 
^crm of the Circuit Court here.

F. L. Williams, of Covington; H. W. 
Titus, of Berea, and Jordan Jackson,

Mass., to rep¬ 
resent the negroes In legal action which 
will probably be taken soon In the 
Federal Court to secure a division of 
the endowment fund of Berea College,

years, of Cynthlana, were married here 
this afternoon at the home of Mrs. 
Mattie Cook, mother of the groom. The 
Cooks formerly lived at Cynthlana, 
where the present bride and groom were 
sweethearts. The young couple recent¬ 
ly decided to get nmrrled. but the par¬ 
ents objected. Tuesday the lovers ran 
off to Paris and tried to get a license, 
but failed. They then went to two 
other county seats, but at each were 
refused license. They then made plans 
to go to Jeffersonville. Tnd., to-day.

Mrs. Ruth Coons, One of Thirteen 
Children, Member of Long- 
Lived Family. 


One of thirteen children born to Mr. 
and Mrs. John Hedges In Washington 
county. Ky., and up to date of her 
death one of nine survivors whose ages 
aggregated G57 years, Mrs. Ruth Sher¬ 
rill Hedges Coon8 died at her home In 
Jefferson county, Ky., a few miles from 
Louisville, on Wednesday night from 
a third stroke of paralysis, the first be¬ 
ing three weeks ago. Mrs. Coons was 
the wife of John Coons, a well-to-do 
farmer of Jefferson county, and a sis¬ 
ter of Samuel W. Hedges, of Jefferson¬ 
ville, Ind., a former member of the 
City Council of that city, who was 
notified of the death by telephone short¬ 
ly after it occurred. 

Mrs. Coons not only bore the dis¬ 
tinction of being one of thirteen chil¬ 
dren, but two of her sGsters, Mrs.

Ann Huffman, the latter now being 
dead, each was the mother of thirteen 
children. Mrs. Coon a was the youngest 
of the children born to her parents, 
and would have been sixty-five years 
old April 17.

Boston Americans and had decided to act 
only as field captain or be in charge of 
the men only when they were actually 
on the field. It was also stated that tho 
duty of manager would be taken up by 
John I Taylor, tho millionaire owner of 
the organization. 

Stahl told the writer of the change 
shortly after midnight last Monday night, 
and, when asked for a statement as to 
why he had given up that which was 
very dear to him. ho replied: 

•*i simply had to give up the manage¬ 
ment of this ball club. It has boon a 
load that I have been unable to carry. 
It was certainly too ifcuch for me. and 
anybody can havo the job. They ore all 
stars on this team. and. while I am will¬ 
ing to lead them on the field, they would 
set me crazy If I was responsible for 
them on and off the diamond 

No amount of questioning would compel 
Blahl to speak further of his troubles, 
but he left the impression that his path 
had been anything but a rosy one since 
he succeeded Jimmy Collins, formerly of 
Louisville, at the head of the Boston nine. 
He intimated that there were too many 
angles to the situation for him to deal 
successfully with It, and ho was certain¬ 
ly In a melancholy frame of mind when 
he talked of the situation. From all ac¬ 
counts. this trouble preyed on his mind 
and caused him to take his life yesterday.

Suicide By Carbolic Acid. 


fftahl committed suicide by swallowing 
four ounces of cohbollc acid In a room at 
the West Baden Springs Hotel, whore the 
team has been resting since last Tuesday 
morning. The Bostons played thre© games 
here, and then went to We si Baden to re¬ 
main until Saturday. On Saturday they 
were ocheduled to play an exhibition 
game In Stahl’s homo town, Terre Haute. 
Ind., but instead of a gome of ball on 
that day the ball players will attend tho 
funeral of their leader at Terre Haute. 

Jake Staid, Chick Stahl’s brother, who 
Is also a great ball player, arrived at 
West Baden last night. He has been prac¬ 
ticing In the South with tho Washington 
team, of the American League, to which 
olub ho belongs. Stahl’s wife left Boston 
last ptght for Terre Haute, and she will 
be present at the funeral to-morrow. 

Tho members of tho Boaton team were 
preparing to go out on the field for prac¬ 
tice at West Baden yesterday morning 
about 10 o’clock. Jimmy Collins, the for¬ 
mer manager, and Chick Staid had ad¬ 
joining rooms, which opened Into each 
other. Collins dressed In his uniform be¬ 
fore Stahl did. and, going through the 
door, asked Chick If he wasn't about 
ready to go to practice. 

"Jimmy, I havo swallowed poison; this 
thing has driven mo to lO sakl Stahl, 
os he writhed In p:iin on his bod Cclllns, 
thoroughly neared, run through the lia.ll 
yeUirig to the other players that 8lahl 
had taken poison, and In short time they 
had a physician ut the bedside, but lri 
•pit© of united efforts of everybody eon- 
©emryl. the great boll player died In a 
tfhort time In terrible agony. 

Further than the words quoted ubove 
Stahl made no dying statement. 

The act thoroughly demoralized the 
team, and In a short time uniforms were 
removed and no attempt was mod* to 
take any practice, in fact, practice was 


When Jimmy Collins, former manager 
of the Boston team, was asked for a 
a hi lenient regarding the suicide he said: 

“Stahl arose early this morning In bis 
usual good health. He remarked to sev¬ 
eral of the players that It would be a 
nice day for a game. About 1:10 o’clock 
he went to tho private office of Lee W. 
Sinclair, of the West Baden Springs Ho¬ 
tel, and talked to him about bath tickets 
for the club members. Mr. Sinclair said 
that ho noticed nothing unusual about 
Stahl. After this Stahl came to the room 
occupied by him and me, on tho third 
floor. We started about the same time 
to put on our uniforms, bm 1 dressed 
farter than Stahl did. Staid suddenly 
stepped into another room, a moment 
later to reel ©ut and full across tho bod. 
I raid: 

'* ’What’s the matter?* 

" ’Nothing," was Stahl's replv. 

“The odor at carbolic acid was plain. I 
gave the alarm, and Unglaub, who wns 
passing through the haH, cam© into tho 
room. 

“Stahl W’rtthed awfully and groaned. 
We asked him repeatedly If he had taken 
carbolic acid. All he would my was tliat 
ho had. Then, after a struggle, he gusp-d 
that he had been driven to It. and then 
Jt wns all over. 

“Stahl liad been subject to spells of 
melancholia. They did not last long. We 
noticed this condition while in the South. 
While in Louisville a friend took a bottle 
of carbolic acid from Stahl. At no time 
had any one, so far as I know, heard 
Staid my he Intended to kill hlmsolf.’’

Toward the end of Inst season Stahl 
wns appointed manager of the Boston 
Amerkvm League team to succeed Jin(- 
my CoWlns, who !*ad made a miserable 
showing Stahl's efforts Were not pucecs*- 
fill, and the team did not Improve its 
position In the league race. He was pop¬ 
ular with the players, but continued to 
brood over the failure of the team to win 
games. 

.Stahl had been acting pecuWar all dur¬ 
ing the spring training of the team. Ho 
again accepted tho management of tho 
team, but seemed worried over the failure 
of the players to show blg-lnagur* form, 
and over the Interference of John f. Tay¬ 
lor. president of the tram. Taylor and 
Rtnhl did not seem to be Ohio to g* t along 
together, end after the final exhibition 
game in Louisville on Tuctnfay Stahl ten¬ 
dered his resignation as manager. 

Members of the Boston team were 
aware of the fact tbrnt Stahl was 
greatly worried about the team, and 
that he hud been acting in a peculiar 
manner for monrths. l,ut hqd M*le idea 
that he contemplated ending hla Uf w . as 
he had never made any threata.

ORRIS (TIP) O’NEIL, president 
of the Western League, Is 
waxing wroth over the turn 
affairs have taken in the fight 
between his organization and the West¬ 
ern Association over the possession of 
Topeka Not only Is O'Nell going to put 
the case up to the National Commission 
for a decision, but he says that he Is 
ready to fight Shively's crowd tooth and 
noli for the territory In question, says tho 
Milwaukee Sentinel. 

In a talk over the long-distance phone 
last night. O’Neil said that Topeka right¬ 
fully belonged to the Western League. He 
also declares that he has been double- 
crossed by Shively and his associates. 
According to O’Neil, at a recent confer¬ 
ence In Buffalo between Dr. Shively, 
president of the Western League; John 
Farrell, secretary of the National Associ¬ 
ation of Minor Leagues, and himself, 
flhlvely agreed to permit the Western 
League to draft Topeka from the West¬ 
ern Association, providing O’Neil paid 
over to the Western Association $2,500. 
This figure, although $500 more than re¬ 
quired In the national agreement, was 
agreed upon, and the agreement was pro¬ 
mulgated by Secretary Farrell. The agree¬ 
ment w-.ts published all over tho country, 
and the squabble was supposed to have 
ended. A few days later, liowever, a 
meeting of tho Western Association was 
held In Kansas City, at which the club 
owners refused to ratify the agreement. 
The claim made that Shively did not 
have the sanction of the league to sign 
over Topeka to the Western League. 
O’Neil declares, cannot stand In a base¬ 
ball tribunal such as the National Com¬ 
mission. and he thinks that the decision 
will be in his favor. 

“If Shively made the agreement at the 
Buffalo conference without the knowledge 
of his associates, which I doubt, no 
should be ousted from organized base¬ 
ball.” said O’Nell The agreement was 
witnessed by Secretary Farrell, and was 
made a part of the records of the Na¬ 
tional Association. The National Com¬ 
mission cannot help make a decision In 
the case for the agreement Is a matter 
of record. 

“Recently the commission recommend¬ 
ed that the National Association change 
the present drafting rule, at once, as It 
was malicious in Its effect. Instead of 
taking action Immediately, however, the 
National Board of Arbitration wishes to 
let the question go over until the annual 
meeting, which will not take place until 
October. A mall vote should be taken to 
change the present law at once; then the 
commission will find no hole through 
which It can refuse to give a decision In 
the case. , , , , 

“Shively Is also openly defying the 
whole baseball world by declaring thnt 
if Topeka is taken away from his loajnie 
It will become outlaw This is also 
against the spirit of the national agree¬ 
ment but for some reason or the other 
neither the.

WANT LAW 


TO INDEMNIFY FOR LOSS OF TU- 
BERCULOR COWS. 


Veterinaries and Others To Discuss 
Subject At Special Meet¬ 
ing To-day. 


EXCLUSIVELY MATTER FOR 
LEGISLATIVE ACTION. 


POWERS OF COMMISSION. 


A special meeting: of the Kentucky 
Veterinary Medical Association will be 
held at the Galt House this afternoon 
at 2 o’clock to formulate plans looking 
to the enactment of laws for the proper 
control of bovine tuberculosis and the 
eradication of tho disease. Robert M. 
Allen, secretary of the Pure Food Com¬ 
mission. and Dr. Letchworth Smith, 
who was recently engaged in the cru¬ 
sade for pure milk in the city of New 
York, will address the meeting. Dr. 
M. K. Allen. Health Officer; Dr. B. 
Smock, secretary of the Jefferson Coun¬ 
ty Board of Health; members of the 
Jefferson County Milk Commission; 
members of the State Board of Health, 
a committee from the Anti-tuberculosis 
Society, dairymen, who are advocating 
pure milk, and others have been in¬ 
vited to be present and lend their aid 
and Influence to the movement. The 
meeting will be an open one and ev¬ 
erybody who Is interested In pure and 
clean milk Is asked to attend. It Is the 
hope of those directing the pure mdlk 
crusade that suggestions will be of¬ 
fered at the meeting along this line, 
and ail suggestions will receive proper 
attention from the officers of the as¬ 
sociation. 

It is the purpose of the association 
to appoint a committee at the meet¬ 
ing to-day to draft a bill for legisla¬ 
tive enactment for the control of dis¬ 
eased cows. Several of the States have 
a law of this character with a liberal 
indemnity for infected cows, and ef¬ 
forts will be made to have a similar 
law enacted at the next session of the 
Kentucky General Assembly giving 
immediate relief to dairymen who de¬ 
sire to get rid of their cows infected 
with tuberculosis, and who are dis¬ 
posed to furnish good and wholosomo 
milk. The Royal Commission on Hu¬ 
man and Animal Tuberculosis and the 
most eminent bacteriologists and path¬ 
ologists on the continent and in this 
country do not support the theory ad¬ 
vanced by Koch In 2901. that bovine 
and human tuberculosis are separate 
diseases, and It is now considered that 
tuberculosis milk is one of tho most 
dangerous means for the spread of con¬ 
sumption. When these conditions are 
made known to the community It is the 
belief of the officers of the Kentucky 
Veterinary Association that little diffi¬ 
culty will be experienced In getting 
proper legislative enactment to eradi¬ 
cate the disease.

DR. W. O. SWEENEY PSSSES 
AWAY IN LEXINGTON. 


St. Paul, Minn., March 28.—The State 
Supreme Court to-day upheld the Great 
Northern railroad In its contention that 
it had the right to issue the $60,000,000 
of stock authorized by the board of di¬ 
rectors some months ago, and which 
was enjoined by Attorney General 
Young, who claimed that the company 
should first come before the State Rail¬ 
road and Warehouse Commission and 
submit to an examination to show the 
necessity and the purpose of the issue. 

This contention of the State was up¬ 
held by Judge HaJlam In the Ramsey 
County District Court, who ordered an 
injunction to issue. The Supreme Court 
to-day reverses that decision. 

The opinion of the court was unani¬ 
mous. Chief Justice S:art delivered 
the opinion, the syllabus of which is as 
follows: 

First—The terms and conditions upon 
which corporat Ions may be created, the 
powers and capital stock they may have, 
the purposes for which they may increase 
their capital stock, and the conditions 
and limitations of those are exclusively 
matters for legislative action which can¬ 
not bo delegated. 

Second—The State having created rail¬ 
way corporations for public purposes, 
the Legislature has the right to enact 
statutes regulating the increase of their 
capital stock. Such regulations tend to 

C re vent secrecy of operation and accounts 
y such public agencies, and the Js<*ue 
and sale of fictitious or watered stock, 
which is a felony in this State 
Third—In the exercise of this right, 
the legislature may enact a statute pro¬ 
viding generally for what purtxises and 
on what terms, conditions and limitations 
an Increase of capital stock may be made, 
and confer on a commission the duty of 
Hupervislng any proposed increase. 

Fourth — It may also delegate to the 
commission the duly of finding the facts 
In each nnrtlcular case, and authorize and 
require it. If it finds the existence of 
facts that bring the case within the stat¬ 
ute. to allow tne proposed Increase; oth¬ 
erwise. to refuse It. 

Fifth—Any statute, however, which at¬ 
tempts to authorize the commission In 
Its Judgment to allow an increase of cap¬ 
ital stock for such purposes and on such 
terms ns It may deem advisable, or in Its 
discretion to refuse it, would be unconsti¬ 
tutional. as an attempt to delegate legis¬ 
lative power. 

Sixth—Section 2872. R. S. 1905, relating 
to the Increase of capital stock of mil- 
way corporations, does not violate Ar¬ 
ticle 1. Section 11. of the State Constitu¬ 
tion. or Article 1, Section 10. of the Con¬ 
stitution of the United States, which for¬ 
bid the enactment of any law impairing 
the obligation of contracts, it does, how¬ 
ever. violate Section 1, Article 8 . of the 
State Constitution, in that It delegates 
to the commission legislative power. 

ONLY POSSIBLE RELIEF 

For Porto Rican Railroad Situation 
Lies In Legal Action. 

San Juan. P. R., March 28.—James 
Peabody, of Chicago, the railroad ex¬ 
pert detailed to advise and assist the 
Governor of Porto Rico in adjusting rail¬ 
road rates and revising freight classi¬ 
fications now in use, has completed his 
investigation. Mr. Peabody says in his 
report that the American railroad com¬ 
pany is in absolute control of all the 
lines; that the rolling stock is old and 
inadequate for the needs of increasing 
shipping interests; that the business 
methods are antiquated; that preferen¬ 
tial rates are given, so that poor dis¬ 
cipline prevails and that the roads are 
operated under a franchise of the Span¬ 
ish Government which precludes the 
Executive Council from interfering wdth 
present conditions. Legal action is the 
only relief possible. Mr. Peabody rec¬ 
ommends the adoption of a system by 
w hich the roads may be operated prof¬ 
itably. based on their former earnings 
and probable increases during the next 
five years and the formulation of rules 
governing th e passenger traffic. 

REORGANIZED. 


Gov. Hanly Commutes Sentences of 
Foreigners Sentenced To 
Hang To-day. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Maxell 28.—Follow¬ 
ing an order issued earlier In the day, 
which cofatanuted the sentence of death 
in the case of Constantine Stathacupo- 
lous, a Greek, Gov. Hanly this after¬ 
noon intervened In behalf of John Lapi- 
dat. a Macedonian, who, with the 
Greek, would have been hung at the 
Michigan City prison soon after mid¬ 
night to-night. 

Many appeals had been made In be¬ 
half of the two men. the King of 
Greece being interested in the case of 
Stathacupolous. The sentences of both 
murderers were commuted to li^e 1 m- 
prisonmnt. 


Stricken With Blindness Several 
Years Ago, But Continued 
In Business. 


Lexington. March 28.—[Special.]—Dr. 
W. O. Sweeney, one of the most promi¬ 
nent and popular citizens of Lexington, 
died to-night at 10:30 o’clock after an 
illness of several weeks. He is survived 
by his wife, who was MJss Mary Wood- 
son Prewitt, and four children, W. O. 
Sweeney, Jr., A C. Sweeney and Misses 
Mary E. and Sunshine Sweeney, all of 
whom live in this city. The brothers 
and sisters who survive him are: B. 
S. Sweeney, of Jefferson town, Jefferson 
county; George A. Sweeney, of Shelby- 
v|We; Henry Stucky, of Louisville, and 
Mrs. John Winfrey, of Sommerville, 
Tenn. Dr. T. Hunt Stucky. and Dr. Jo¬ 
seph A Sweeney, of Louisville, and Dr. 
J. A Stucky. of Lexington, are his 
nephews. 

Dr. Sweeney was bom January' 24, 
1841. He was graduated at Bacon Col¬ 
lege. Harrodsburg, and studied medi¬ 
cine at Bellevue Hospital, New York 
City. He began the practice of medi¬ 
cine at Eminence, but after remaining 
there one year removed to this city In 
1866, where he has since made his home. 
At one time his practice was proba¬ 
bly the largest of any physician in this 
city. Several years ago he was stricken 
with blindness and was forced to give 
up active practice. H^ then entered 
the business of coal dealer. In which, 
notwithstanding his affliction, he was 
very successful. He was a member of 
the Christian church and was widely- 
known for his philanthropy «nd benev¬ 
olence. The funeral arrangements will 
be announced to-morrow.
